PARIS, Feb. 25, 3:30 p. m.—The deeis- I 


ion of the international commission of 


inquiry into the North sea incident was 


publicly announced at the closing session 


of the commission today. The decision 


lengthily sets forth 
the circumstances 


and incidents and gives the opinion of 


the admirals on the various important 


poinU involved. The decision" says the 


dclny of the Russian 
transport Kama- 


clmtkii, following the breakdown of her 
machinery, was perhaps the cause of the 
incident. The commander of the Kams- 
chatkii. signalled to Admiral Hojcstven- 
sky during the evening that he had teen 
attacked by torpedo boats. The admiral 
therefore had reason to believe lie was 
attacked and gave orders for strict vigi- 
lance against the possible approach of 
torpedo boats. 


FIRING NOT JUSTIFIED. 


The majority of the commission con- 


siders that Admiral Rojestvensky's or- 
ders were not excessive in time of war, 
particularly under 
the circumstances, 


and that he had every reason to consid- 
er the situation very alarming. 


"The commission." the 
decision says, 


"recognize unanimously tliat tlie fishing 
fleet committed no hostile act and the 
majority of the commifisioners being of 
the opinion that there were not, neither 
among the fishing borits nor in their vi- 
cinity any torpedo bouts, the opening oS. 
fire by Admiral Rojcstvens'ky was not 
justified." 


The decision further says the Russian 


commissioner did not share in the latter 
opinion, 


"In any event," the decision continues, 


"the commissioners are glad io recognize 
unanimously that Admiral Rojesitvensky 
personally did all he could from ilic com- 
mencement to the end tn prevent the 
trawlers from being the object of fire by 
tlie Russian squadron." 


WARRANTED IN" PROCEEDING. 


Considering the squadron's proceeding 


without looking into the daiiiagi1 done 
the trawlers, the decision soys: 


'The commissioners 
arc 
unanimous 


thai under the circumstances preceding 
iind following the incident that there 
wiis such uncertainty 
concerning 
ihe 


danger to the squadron as to warrant 
Admiral Kojestvensky in continuing hi* 
route. 


"However, the majority regrets that 


the admiral did not inform the neighbor- 
ing maritime powers of what had oc- 
curred." 


The decision concludes ns follows:

perts of Ihe department of agriculture in

of tlii* subject, 


which will be undertaken very shortly. 
Mr. Wiley, cliief of the bureau of chem- 
istry, ami the Highest authority on fond 
iii ihe country, will direct the inquiry, 
and the results will be of person:;! inter- 
est to every meal, cater in the land. Tlie 
., "elnrians stiirled the movement. ' They 
contend that cliomii-al aclion begins in 
beef u nd other slaughtered moats a< coon 
us the blood censes to How. nnd that, it is 
not arrested by ireox.ing. They argue 
that meats are plnced in enld storage for 
the purpose of making them tender, and 
that this con only be accomplished by 
the disintegration Of the fiber*, which is 
only a form of decay. While the meats 
are undergoing this chemical change they 
generate poisons which produce uric acid 
in the system of the consumers and cause 
rheumatism, gout and other diseases, and 
that all forms of food preserved beyond 
their natural period of purity are more 
or less poisonous. They declare that such 
diseases were not anywhere near so com- 
mon before the practise of curing meats 
in cold storage became general. 


1>. Wiley will not commit himself in 


advance of his investigation, but will go 
into it entirely unprejudiced. 
He sug- 


gests; however, that so many 
factors' 


enter into tlie etiology of gout that it 
would bo very unscientific for anyone, in 
a wholesale way, to ascribe its prevalence 
to the use of cold storage foods. The 
disease prevailed long before cold' stor- 
age warehouses were dreamed of, 
:iud 


there is no possible way for anyone to 
determine whether goiit is more preval- 
ent in lOOi) than it was in lliOn. The same 
may be said of rheumatism, from Dr. 
Wiley's point of view. That disease has 
existed since the beginning of things and 
it prevails niiibng people who never ate 
or even heard of cold storage beef, and 
know nothing pf modern .methods for the 
prenervaliou of food. 
"While it may be 


possible, pi-. Wiley says, that chemieal 
changes in frozen meat may produce uric 
acid in the systems of those who consume 
it, the cold .storage system is by no 
means to blame for all the rheumatism 
OJid gout, that is now suftVml by man- 
kind.

hooper Union in New York City have

socialistic. The criticism has. of course, 
;ome from people who think that social- 
ists of all kinds are bad. dangerous men. 
and who feel it their duty to denounce 
them on all occasions. 


]t, now .appears, however, that the au- 


diences are not socialistic nt nil, at least 
not according to their own idea of them- 
selves. After a lecture, a few days ago 
n which the socialist cheering had been 
iinusuiilly vociferous till it seemed to 
jliamd prize the whole gathering, a little 
test in the form of a standing vote was 
taken. It appeared that out of some 
1.200 people there were only fifteen or 
twenty socialists. Three 
persons ex- 


pressed themselves as entirely satisfied 
with 
existing industrial 
conditions. 


When, however, it was asked how many 
believed that "the time has come for the 
community to assert a larger 
control 


over public service enterprises, such'as 
trusts, railroads, pis, etc.," apparently 
the entire audience rose. 


Here was clearly an audience which, 


however much one may choose to call it 
ibcialistie. had nothing wild, theoretica'. 
or essentially imprtictienl about it.

of their facts, not living to make their 
facts fit theories. 


It was a typical audience: typical of 


the good old practical mpthods by which 
Englishmen and .Americans have solved 
their historic problems and built up their 
progress; typical of the public opinion of 
this* country today afi it reflects on evilc 
and seeks remedies. It is not improbable 
that almost any general audience of 
1.000 men and women in any pnrt of this 
country would show much the same pro- 
portions of sentiment. 


The critics of the Cooper Union audi-

Thomas Harry, one of the earliest pio- 


neer residents of the town of Yorkville, 
died at his home in the village of Union 
Grove on Sunday morning at 10 o'clock. 


Thomas Harry was born in Cornwall, 


England, May 25, 1828, and his parents 
were John and Martha (Roberts) Harry. 
In the year 1842 the deceased came with 
his father to Upper Canada and from 
there with his brother lie journeyed to 
Kenosha county for the purpose of look- 
ing up a location. He and his brother 
selected a government claim and then re- 
joined their father in Canada. For four 
years they remained with their father 
and then came to Rocine county. They 
bought a ticket on the lake steamer City 
of lia-cine, but not being able to land 
here they were taken to Kenosha. It 
was on Saturday night 
in 
1849 that 


Thomas Harry arrived in this county, 
and on Monday hired out as a carpenter 


nd received the small sum of 50 ce"ts

EXPERIENCED HARDSHIPS.
